ST. LOUIS (AP)- Just as he 


did last year, St. Louis' Bob 
Gibson has turned a potentially 
great pitching duel into a one- 
sided affair and confronted the 
opposition with the problem of 
finding another road to a World 
Series victory. 


Gibson, who completely domi- 


nated his seventh-game match 
wUh Boston's Jim Lonborg last 
year, struck out a Series record 
17 and allowed just five hits as 
the Cardinals won Wednesday's 
opener with a 4-0 decision over 
Denny McLain and the Detroit 
Tigers. 


Th 32-year-old right-hander 


so overwhelmed the Tigers— he 
permitted two men on base in 
only one inning— that they may 
be faced with the problem of 
how to lose to Gibson and still 
win the Series. 


Mickey Lolich was the Detroit 


starter for today's second game, 
and Earl Wilson is Manager 
Mayo Smith's choice for Game 
No. 3 in Detroit Saturday. 


Thus, now that the Tigers 


have seen what they can't do 
against Gibson, Lolich and Wil- 
son have the task of trying to do 
to Nelson Brlles and Ray Wash- 
burn what Gibson did to Mc- 
Lain. 


McLain, meanwhile, had the 


problem of getting over his an- 
ger following Wednesday's loss. 
Smith pulled the 31-game win- 
ner for a pinch hitter in the 
sixth Inning. 


"Yes, I was very surprised," 


the 
24-year-old 
right-hander 


said, commenting on his early 
exit. "You don't pitch 340 in- 
nings and then get yanked out." 


Asked if he might talk to his 


manager about It, Me Lain re- 
plied, "I just may do that." 


The Tigers, however, not only 


have to talk about what to do to 
get past Gibson, but they also 
have to do more than they did 
Wednesday. 


The Cardinal ace struck out 


seven of the first nine batters he 
faced, then eclipsed Sandy Kou- 
fax' Series record of 15 stri- 
keouts by fanning the side in the 
ninth. 


The victory also was his sixth 


straight complete game triumph 
in Series play, and that meant 
two more marks— a share of the 
record for six straight victories 
and sole ownership of the mark 
for consecutive complete game 
victories. 


Gibson, in fact, hasn't lost or 


been knocked out of a game 
since his first Series appearance 
in 1964 against the New York 
Yankees. 


Gibson, however, wasn't the 


only asset the Cardinals dis- 
played in the first game. They 
stole three bases In four at- 
tempts, and Lou Brock had only 
one of them. Julian Javier and 
Curt Flood got the others, which 
Is another thing Detroit must 
worry about. 


At the same time, though, 


Smith was rewarded for his bold 
experiment of playing center 
fiekler Mickey Stanley at short 
in order to get Al Kaline into the 
line-up. Stanley played flaw- 
lessly in the field while rapping 
two hits, and Kaline doubled in 
te sixth, the only inning the Ti- 
gers had two man on base. 


"His pitching was on a par 


with anything Pve ever seen," 
said Kaline, a 16-year veteran. 
"He had an excellent beaking 
ball. I know tie's a great pitch- 
er, probably one of the greatest."

Harry Grayson 


NEW YORK—(NEA)—Harry Grayson, whose formidable 


ebullience animated the American sports scene for half a 
; century, died today in St. Luke's Hospital at 74. He had been 
, ill with cancer the last year. 


Harry Markey Grayson's career as a sports writer spanned 


the period from the Golden Twenties of Jack Dempsey, Bobby 
Jones and Babe Ruth to the Enlightened Sixties of Willie 
Mays, Cassius Clay and Arnold Palmer. He knew all of them, 
and all the prominent athletic figures in between and wrote 
of them in a trenchant and provocative style. 


For 30 years, until his retirement in 1964, he served as the 


sports editor of Newspaper Enterprise Association and the 
entire world of athletic competition, from a Sam Snead golf 
match in Israel to a Joe Louis boxing exhibition in Honolulu, 
was his sphere. 


Grayson brought to his orbit of fun and games a personal 


flamboyance that was counterbalanced by sound editorial 
judgment and an instinct for ferreting out the news. An en- 
counter with the late Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis, com- 
missioner of baseball, one afternoon during spring training in 
Florida led to the revelation that would break up the chain 
system of the St. Louis Cardinals and free 125 ballplayers. 


It was one of several notable coups during years as a writer 


and editor. His first national attention came from picking 
Gene Tunney to beat Jack Dempsey for the heavyweight 
championship of the world in 1926. 


Grayson was an intimate of Dempsey and knew the champ 


was in no shape for a tough contender like the Fighting Ma- 
rine who spouted Shakespeare. Harry himself had served in 
the Marine Corps during World War I. 


Because of his reputation as a boxing expert, Grayson was 


brought to New York on April 1, 1928, to preside as the ring 
expert of the New York Telegram. He had been the sports 
editor of the San Francisco Bulletin. 


Grayson began his career on the Portland Oregonian (he 


(was,born May 10, 1894, in Astoria, Ore.) and moved to Los 
Arig^s'-lh 1924, 'then'tip'.San FranCisC9'two, gears' later."" ;.-"• (-'•' 


In'New York, he demonstrated his virtuosity in every phase 


of sports and in 1934 he was named the head of the sports 
department at NEA. In that capacity, he soon solidified his 
right to a title hung on him in Look magazine by Tim Cohane 
—"The Sports Writer from Mars." Wherever the action was, 
Grayson was there. 


In 1945, he made a two-months tour of the war zones in 


Europe, the Near East and Asia. 


Frankie Frisch, who managed in the major leagues for 16 
years, always complained that "this guy Grayson fires me 
every June." And yet he was a sentimentalist, too. He said 
college football was his favorite sport because it embodied 
the ideal of true amateur competition. His nephew, Bobby 
Grayson, had been an All-Amencan fullback at Stanford. He 
also wrote a heralded series decrying the malpractice of re- 
cruiting football players. 


In 1958 Grayson received the National Headliners Award 


for excellence as a sports columnist. He was the author of a 
book, "They Played the Game," based on an original series 
produced for NEA. 


After his official retirement in the spring of 1964, Grayson 


continued to contribute special columns on sports to NEA as 
a roving correspondent. The last two years, he had wintered 
in Phoenix, Ariz.

after an hour of fighting, leav- 
ing 13 dead on the battlefield 14 
mUes northwest of Saigon. Four 
A m e r i c a n s were reported 
wounded. 


Earlier, South Vietnamese in- 


fantrymen reported killing 22 
enemy soldiers a mile away 
from the American base. Tlie 
government soldiers also seized 
a 75mm recoilless cannon, a ba- 
zooka rocket launcher, two as- 
sault rifles and a quantity of 


ernment casualties were report- 
ed. 


Fighting hit its lowest level in 


a week, and U.S. officers said 
that enemy Is scaling down his 
efforts in some areas. 


The slowdown was reflected 


in the weekly casualty report is- 
sued by the U.S. Command. 
Headquarters said 247 Ameri- 
cans were killed in action dur- 
ing the seven-day period ending 
at midnight last Saturday. This 
was a drop of 43 from the pre- 
vious week. South Vietnamese 
casualties also dropped, from 
473 killed two weeks ago to 316 
dead last week.

Guerrilla fighters speak confi- 
dently of turning Israel into an- 
other Vietnam if it takes 20 
fears. 


They claim to represent the 


objective of a restored Palestine 
in the area that is now Israel, 
and some of them at least seem 
impelled 
by 
a 
fanaticism 


spawned in the loss of a home- 
land. They reject in advance 
any Middle East settlement that 
provides for the continued exist- 
ence of the Jewish-led state. 


The best available informa- 


tion indicates that the guerrillas 
are currently about 3,000 strong, 
with no shortage of recruits or 
money to buy weapons. 


Jordan officials describe them 


as a problem for the Arab gov- 
ernments. Leaders of Al Fatah, 
most effective of several guer- 
rilla organizations, argue that 
the Arab people ''would over- 
throw 
any Arab government 


within 24 hours if it began peace 
talks with Israel. 


Most guerrilla camps are in 


Jordan. 


"Let King Hussein raise a fin- 


ger to begin negotiations and we 
will cut it off," threatened one 
Al Fatah member. "The king 
would like to talk peace with the 
Jews but he knows he cannot." 


If it came to a showdown, Jor- 


dan's army, by striking hard 
and fast might be strong enough 
to overcome guerrilla resis- 
tance. But every week the guer- 
rillas seem to become stronger, 
in numbers, efficiency and fire- 
power. 


The 
guerrillas harbor no 


hopes of a quick victory over 
the Israelis and an Al Fatah 
spokesman reported boys of 9 
and 10 are being trained to car- 
ry on in the years ahead. 


"We are still in the first stage 


of a long campaign," he said. 
"This is the stage of hit and 
run. We know we are not strong 
enough to tackle the Israeli 
army in the occupied territo- 
ries', We can only make life un- 
comfortable for thcMii." 


Vietnam is a far cry from the 


rocky, sun-bleached hills of Jor- 
dan, but the spokesman says; 


"If the Viet Cong can defy the 


mightiest army on earth, how 
much more can we do against 
an Israeli army of 200,000 men? 


"The Viet Cong began just as 


we are. It took them 20 years to 
beat the French and fight the 
Americans to a standstill. We 
are prepared to fight just a^ 
long." 


Al Fatah contends that Pales- 


tine was stolen from Arab own- 
ers and that the Jewish state 
has no right to exist. The move- 
ment's political spokesman said 
Al Fatah's sole intent is to 
"liberate" Palestine with all 
other political questions in abey- 
ance until that is achieved. 


Jews who lived in Palestine 


bt'fore 1948, when Israel was 
born, would be permitted to re- 
main. Those who arrived since 
then would be expelled, he said.
